ALL-NIGHT SESSION FAILS IO BREAK 
FILIBUSTER IN SENATE AS 
CONGRESS ROLLS TOWARD IIS DEATH 


By WILLIAM K. HUTCHINSON. 
WASHINGTON. March 3.—Peralyz 
ed by one filibuster and threatened 
with another, the Sixty-ninth congress 
was slowly dying on its feet today 
with the senate deadlocked over a 
resolution giving the Reed slush fund 
committee a new lease of life. 
The filibuster strangled all legisla­ 
tive activities throughout aa all-night 
session of the senate nd bs leaders 
declared they would continue 
their 
battle up until the moment congress 
finally adjourns at noon Friday 
A never ceasing flow of null terest 
ing oratory was staged by the filibus­ 
tering bloc, led by Senators Reed (RI 
of Pennsylvania, and Moses (RI of 
New Hampshire, who declared they 
would talk the Reed resolution to 
death. 


Block Appropriation Bill. 
At 9:30 the Democratic-Insurgent 
coalition, fighting for adoption of the 
Reed resolution, defeated a motion to 
consider the $93,000,000 deficiency ap­ 
propriation bill. The vote was 24 to 
33. 
This bill carried hundreds of im­ 
portant appropriation items, including 
*35,000.000 for the veterans bureau 
hospitalization and rehabilitation pro 
grams, $11,000,800 for the purchase of 
the Ca*pe Cod ship canal, $8,600,000 for 
government loan* to farmers to pur 
chase seed, $115,1*00 for the newly 
created radio commission, funds for 
the government’s special oil counsel 
in the Doheny and Sinclair cases, 
more than $1,000,000 for naval con­ 
struction work, including the three 


new cruisers, and millions for the pay 
of federal judges, U. 8. marshal, feder­ 
al juries and witnesses in federal 
cases. Failure to enact the bill, while 
not sufficient to provoke a special 
session of congress, would create un­ 
told 
confusion in the 
government 
service. 


WASHINGTON. March 3 —A hand­ 
cuffed 
Sixty-ninth 
congress 
rolled 
wearily toward its death today with 
all its legislative fnnctlBns paralyzed 
by a spectacular filibuster in the sen 
ate. 
An 
all-night session, the 
second 
within a week, failed to break the 
filibuster, which was directed toward 
blocking adoption of the Reed reso­ 
lution, authorizing new campaign ta 
restitutions. 
The sub rose upon am 


exhausted senate, which at 7 o'clock 
had been in session for 20 hours vlih 
all indications pointing to a continu­ 
ous session until the final adl*wrn 
ment of congress at noon tomorrow 
While the filibuster existed in he 
senate, all activity by the house was 
futile and leaders of the opposing fac­ 
tions admitted that the record of tho 
Sixty-ninth congress has been written 
into history. 
Unless the filibuster I* 
smashed sometime today or tonight, 
no further legislation will be enacted 
before the congress adjourns for good 
tomorrow noon.

The one-time star pitcher who is a present-day outfielder of 
renown, yesterday accepted a three-year contract with the New 
York Yankees of the American league calling for a total of $210,- 
000, or $70,000 a year. 
This salary, which was a compromise, for Babe had demand­ 
ed $100,000 a year and a two-year contract, will surpass the an­ 
nual compensation of Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
the baseball czar, by $5,000, while it will be $15,000 more than Ty 
Cobb will receive from the Philadelphia Athletics and $30,000 
more than Tris Speaker will receive from the Washington Sena­ 
tors. 
The amicable settlement of differences between Ruth and 
his employers is corroboration of the oft quoted expression about 
the world beating a path to the home of a man who invents a 
mouse trap. It meant a jump from $4,000 in 1915 to $70, 
OOO in 1927 for the Babe whose athletic ability made his name a 
household word in the baseball world. His top salary with the 
Boston Red Sox who sold him to the Yankees was $10,000, and 
during his first year with Miller Huggins and company he re­ 
ceived $25,000, which was later increased to $52,000.

And while there will he much debate as to whether a baseball 
player should be paid within $5,000 of the sum received by the 
president of the United States, the owners of the New York Yan­ 
kees have no anxiety. 
In fact, they are congratulating them­ 
selves today that it was not necessary to pay the home run king 
$75,000 or $100,000, his original demand. And it was a good in­ 
vestment, too, for without Ruth the club’s box office receipts 
would suffer a tremendous decrease. The stockholders believe in 
advertising, for it pays. 


Air Progress 
Glenn I.. Martin, one of the leading American airplane manu­ 
facturers, has a contract to build for the United States govern­ 
ment IOO planes at $25,000 apiece. 
These are “triple purpose” 
planes of 800 horsepower, appropriately hearing triple blades on 
their propellers, and supposed to be equally good for scouting, 
bombing and marine work. 
So Uncle Sam is beginning to acquire a new, modern air 
fleet, and the industry is thereby encouraged to new development. 
Private aviation is forging ahead, too. The Fords evidently are 
ambitious to fill as big a place in that field as they have in the 
realm of automobile transportation. 
In addition to their three- 
engine freight planes, selling for more than these government 
planes, they have a new, smaller model to sell around $10,000, and 
are experimenting with other models. An “air flivver” may come 
sooner or later. 
Other builders are pretty busy. 
Cities everywhere arc es­ 
tablishing air ports. 
Altogether, aviation is coming on. 
This 
looks like an air year.

Preventing Blindness. 
WASHINGTON, I). C., March 3.— 
Taking the United States as a whole, 
a careful survey made by the National 
com m ittee for th e 'Prevention of Blind­ 
ness indicates t s at a t least one out of 
every twelve children has vision that 
is defective to such a degree as to con­ 
stitute an educational handicap. One 
out of every 500 school children lins 
such seriously defective vision that he 
can not with profit be educated with 
the group of norm al children.

were statem ents made by 
Lewis H. C ards, m anaging director of 
the comm ittee, in an address before 
the departm ent of superintendents et 
the National Education association. 
Mr. C arns is also the authority tar

$150,000 FIRE 
AT CHARLESTON 


M y s t e r i o u s Blaze 
Sweeps Temporary 
Capitol. 


Fire of undetermined origin, spread­ 
ing almost simultaneously through a 
wooden frame structure a block long, 
yesterday afternoon 
destroyed 
two 
buildings housing 
branches 
of the 
state government at Charleston. 
Loss on the buildings, aud their 
contents, which probably exceeded the 
$150,000 insurance carried on them by 
the state, was small in the eyes of 
state officials compared wit i the de­ 
struction of records of the state road 
commission and attorney general's of­ 
fice, as well as half a dozen smaller 
offices. 
The fire destroyed the wooden tem­ 
porary capitol, which served for sev­ 
eral years as seat cf the principal 
state offices, and since these offices 
were moved to tho new capitol, had 
housed the state road commlslon and 
some of the others. It also wiped out 
the interior 
of the 
adjacent brick 
building occupied by the attorney gen­ 
eral's office. The larger building, be­ 
side the state road commission, alae 
housed the public service commission, 
the bureau of labor, the federal state 
employment bureau, the state board of 
children's guardians, the Btate veteran 
service officer, and state headquarters 
of tho American Legion, the bureau 
of negro welfare, and the W est Vir­ 
ginia offices of the United States bu­ 
reau of public roads and of the first 
division engineer for the state road 
commission. 
The temporary capitol was built in 
1921 on state land on Capitol street 
across from the site of the old capi­ 
tol which was destroyed by fire in 
that year. 
Buildings and equipment 
cost the state about $225,000, 
the 
amount appropriated by the legisla­ 
ture, but much of that equipment was 
removed when the principal state of­ 
ficers transferred their quarters to 
the first wing of the new capitol in 
the eastern end of the city, insurance 
on the buildings amounted to $50,000 
and the contents were insured for 
$75,000, it was said, at the offices of 
the board of control. The other build­ 
ing was a remodeled residence, for 
merly used by the board of control but 
for nearly two years the headquarters 
of the attorned general's office. 
It 
was insured for 
and its con 
tents for 
$20,000. 
The 
temporary 
building, often 
refereed ta as the 
"pasteboard capitol, wa$Jba&tily e l a t ­ 
ed with a wooden frdSRWork, m 
board walls and shingled poof and in­ 
terior partitions of some don:position 
wall-board. 
It had always been re­ 
garded by state officers as lr. danger 
cf fire and at various times they had 
made special regulations about smok­ 
ing in the building to reduce the dan­ 
ger.

M y s t e r i o u s B l a z e 
Sweeps Temporary

Fire of unueterminc'd origin, spread­ 
ing almost simultaneously through a 
wooden fram e structure a blo-tk long, 
yesterday 
afternoon 
destroyed 
two 
buildings housing 
branches 
of the 
state government at Charleston. 
Loss on the buildings, aud 
their 
contents, which probably exceeded the 
5150,000 insurance carried on them by 
the state, was small in the eyes of 
state officials compared wit'! the de­ 
struction of records of the state road 
commission and attorney general's of­ 
fice, as well as half a dozen sm aller 
offices. 
Th6 fire destroyed the wooden tem­ 
porary capitol, which served for sev­ 
eral years as seat cf the principal 
state offices, and since these offices 
were moved to tho new capitol, had 
housed the state road commislon and 
some of the others. 
It also wiped out 
the interior 
of the 
adjacent brick 
building occupied by the attorney gen­ 
eral’s office. 
The larger building, be­ 
side the state road commission, also 
housed the public service commission, 
the bureau of labor, the federal state 
employment bureau, the state board of 
children's guardians, the state veteran 
service officer, and state headquarters 
of tho American Legion, the bureau 
vt negro welfare, and the W est V ir­ 
ginia offices of the United States bu­ 
reau of public roads and of the first 
division engineer for the state road 
commission.

March 3.—Peralyr 
ed by one filibuster and threatened 
with another, the Sixty-ninth congress 
was slowly dying on its feet today 
with the senate deadlocked over a 
resolution giving the Reed slush fund 
committee a new lease of life.

Block Appropriation Bill. 
At 9:30 the Democratic-Insurgent 
coalition, fighting for adoption of the 
Reed resolution, defeated a motion to 
consider the $93,000,000 deficiency ap­ 
propriation bill. 
The vote was 24 to 
33. 
This bill carried hundreds of im­ 
portant appropriation items, including 
135,000.000 for the veterans bureau 
hospitalization and rehabilitation pro 
grams, $11,000,000 for the purchase of 
the Cape Cod ship canal, $8,600,000 for 
government loans to farmers to pur 
chase seed, $115,000 for the newly 
created radio commission, funds for 
the government’s special oil counsel 
in the Doheny and Sinclair cases,

George Herman Ruth, familiarly known ag “Babe,” 
bino” and “King of Swat," is baseball’s highest paid man. 
The one-time star pitcher who is a present-day outfielder of 
renown, yesterday accepted a three year contract with the New 
York Yankees of the American league calling for a total of $210,- 
000, or $70,000 a year. 
This salary, which was a compromise, for Babe had demand­ 
ed $100,000 a year and a two-year contract, will surpass the an­ 
nual compensation of Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
the baseball czar, by $5,000, while it will be $15,000 more than Ty 
Cobb w ill receive from the Philadelphia Athletics and $20,000 
more than Tris Speaker will receive from the Washington Sena­ 
tors. 
The amicable settlement of differences between Ruth and 
his employers is corroboration of the oft quoted expression about 
the world beating a path to tile home of a man who invents a 
mouse trap. 
It meant a jump from $4,000 in 1915 to $70, 
OOO in 1927 for the Babe whose athletic ability made his name a 
household wold in the baseball world. 
His top salary with the 
Boston Red Sox who sold him to the Yankees was $10,000, and 
during his first year with Miller Huggins and company he re­ 
ceived $25,000, which was later increased to $52,000. 
And while there will be much debate as to whether a baseball 
player should be paid within $5,000 of the sum received by the 
president of the United States, the owners of the New York Yan­ 
kees have no anxiety. 
In fact, they are congratulating them­ 
selves today that it was not necessary to pay the home run king 
$75,000 or $100,000, his original demand. 
And it was a good in­ 
vestment, too, for without Ruth the club’s box office receipts 
would suffer a tremendous decrease. The stockholders believe in 
advertising, for it pays.

$150,000 FIRE 
AT CHARLESTON 


M y s t e r i o u s B l a z e 
Sweeps Temporary 
Capitol. 


T iro of tinuetprinlnod origin, spread­ 
ing alm ost sim ultaneously through a 
wooden frame structure a bl,*.'!* Iona:, 
yesterday 
afternoon 
destroyed 
two 
buildings housing 
branches 
of the 
state governm ent at Charleston. 
Loss on the buildings, aud their 
contents, which probably exceeded the 
$150,000 insurance carried on them by 
the state, was small in the eyes of 
state officials compared writ'] the de­ 
struction of records of the state road 
commission and attorney general’s of­ 
fice, as well as half a dozen sm aller 
offices. 
Th© fire destroyed the wooden tem ­ 
porary capitol, which served for sev­ 
eral years as seat cf the principal 
state offices, and since these offices 
wrere moved to tho new capitol, had 
housed the state road commlsion and 
some of the others. It also wiped out} 
the interior 
of the 
adjacent brick 
building occupied by the attorney gen­ 
e ra l’s office. The larger building, be-' 
aide the state road commission, aint 
housed the public service commission, 
the bureau of labor, the federal state 
employment bureau, the state board of 
children’s guardians, the state veteran 
service officer, and state headquarters 
of tho American Legion, the bureau 
of negro welfare, and the W est Vir­ 
ginia offices of the United States bu­ 
reau of public roads and of the first 
division engineer for the state road 
commission. 
The tem porary capitol was built In 
1921 on state land on Capitol street 
across from the site of the old capi­ 
tol which was destroyed by fire in 
th at year. 
Buildings and equipm ent 
cost the state about $225,000, 
the 
am ount appropriated by the legisla 
ture, but much of th a t equipm ent was 
rem oved when the principal state of 
fleers transferred their quarters to 
the first wing of the new capitol In 
the eastern end of the city, Insurance 
on the buildings am ounted to $50,000 
and the contents w ere insured for 
$75,000, it was said, a t the offices of 
the board of control. The other build 
lng was a remodeled residence, for 
m erly used by the board of control but 
for nearly two years the headquarters 
of the attorney general’s office. 
It 
w as insured for $10,000 and its con 
tents for 
$20,000. 
The 
tem porary 
building, often 
referred to as the 
"pasteboard’’^capitol, w asjdfstily s i f t ­ 
ed w ith a Wooden framework, clap­ 
board walls and shingled roof and In­ 
terior partitions of som e composition 
w allboard. 
It had always been re­ 
garded by state officers as lr. danger 
if fire and at various tim es they had 
made special regulations about sm ok­ 
ing In the building to reduce the dan­ 
ger.
